The application remains with claims 1-17 and 19-31 pending.

Although the Applicant's attorney agrees with the Examiner's conclusion that 
these claims are allowable, the Applicant's attorney notes that the claims may be allowable for

The claim amendments are not being made to overcome any cited references, and 
Applicant neither intends nor believes that these amendments operate to narrow the scope of the 
claims.
